College, S.D. hoping to 
pierce freeway barrier

For different reasons, Cal Poly and 
the City of San Dimas are pushing 
hard for an extension of San Dimas 
Avenue across the 
San 
Bernardino 
Freeway to Temple Avenue. 
San Dimas would like to encourage a 
proposed $20 million housing and com­ 
mercial development northeast of cam­ 
pus, and Cal Poly simply wants better 
access to its facilities. 
The proposed re-extension across the 
freeway (San Dimas emptied onto the 
college campus betore the Kellogg Hill 
freeway interchange was constructed) 
would travel southwest between Cal 
Poly and Mt. San Antonio College and 
terminate near MSAC’s stadium. 
Cal Poly would have to dedicate 
about 10 acres o f property on the west­ 
ern edge o f campus, but MSAC would 
be unaffected. 
Although the proposed extension is 
only in “ discussion stages,” officials at 
San Dimas and Cal Poly seem to ex­ 
press an urgency about it. 
“ We 
would 
like 
to 
see 
it 
cut 
through,” said Robert Poff, San Dimas 
city manager. “ It would open a very 
large (300 acres) area to development, 
north and west of the interchange.” 
Poff said the city has requested the 
county road department to make a 
feasibility study of the extension. The 
street has been on the county’s master 
plan since 1967. 
Although Poff declined to discuss the 
proposed $20 million development on 
the north side of the San Bernardino 
Freeway, MSAC Vice President James 
D. Simpson indicated it would include 
homes, apartments, condominiums and 
townhouses, “ as well as various shopp­ 
ing and commercial facilities.” 
Simpso n called it a “ fairly co mpre­ 
hensiv e building pro ject,” o n land mo s­ 
tly o wned by the Po rtland Cement Co . 
and partially by the state. 
Po ff did say , “ We’v e been wo rking 
with peo ple o n the dev elo pment.” 
Cal Po ly , meanwhile, wo uld like to 
impro v e access to the campus. “ We’v e 
taken the po sitio n that by the time the 
campus hits 16,000 students the Kello g g 
Driv e o ff-ramp wo uld no lo ng er handle 
it,” said Dr. Ro bert Bo nde, ex ecutiv e 
dean. 
He added that students and faculty 
members who liv e no rtheast o f campus 
in San Dimas, La Verne o r Glendo ra, 
must trav el in a “ ro undabo ut way ” to 
g et there. “ If the ex tensio n is put 
thro ug h, it wo uld interchang e with the 
freeway at the to p o f Kello g g Hill and 
pro v ide MSAC and Cal Po ly students 


access to northern cities.” 
“ We feel the extension is mandatory 
io provide safe access to campus, and 
for 
the 
university 
to 
grow,” 
said 
Bonde. 
Simpson, who recently discussed the 
extension at a meeting with Bonde, 
Harry Welch, Cal Poly building coor­ 
dinator, and Andy Lazzaretto, Walnut 
city manager, declared MSAC strongly 
supports it. “ Our board has taken ac­ 
tion calling for the extension.” 
“ Originally, San Dimas Avenue was 
proposed to travel down our property 
line, but it was moved east so that 
made us feel good,” Simpson noted. 
MSAC favors the extensnion because 
it would provide another access route 
to the San Bernardino Freeway, and 
untangle crowds leaving athletic everts 
at the stadium. “ It would give us traf-

The messages were signed by 
a 
“ general Pax.’’ a name not found in 
recent SLA public statemants. They 
were turned over to the FBI this 
morning. 


An FBI spokesman said they would 
have to be analyzed before agents 
would make any comment. 


There was no mention in either the 
tape or penciled note of the kidnaping 
of Patricia Hearst. 


Earlier an FBI agent in charge of 
the search for Patricia denied a report 
that his agents donned work clothes 
and infiltrated the neighborhood where 
the SLA is in hiding. 


“ That is not true,” special agent 
Charles Bates said Sunday night when 
informed of the report in Newsweek 
magazine. 
The magazine said the agents posed 
as “ postmen, garbage collectors, deliv­ 
erymen and the like.” The ruse allowed 
the FBI to discover the “ neighborhood, 
if not the house, where the gang was 
hiding,” the news magazine said. 
“ We haven’t had men dressed or 
posing like that,” Bates said. 
The FBI "was busy all weekend” 
conducting the search without success, 
he said.

Expect 5-cent rise in gasoline 
Tax oil profits, don't limit prices-energy chief 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Tax ing o il 
industry pro fits, and no t reg ulating its 
prices, is the way o ut o f the natio n’s 
energ y pro blem, new energ y chief 
Jo hn C. Sawhill said to day . 
The head o f the Federal Energ y Of­ 
fice testified befo re the Senate Co m­ 
merce Co mmittee o n a bill to co ntro l 
o il and g as prices and establish a fed­ 
eral co rpo ratio n in co mpetitio n with 
energ y firms. 
The bill’s spo nso r, Sen. Adlai E. Ste­ 
v enso n, D-Ill., said the law is needed 


b e c a u s e “ o nly o ne industrialized 
co untry in the wo rld leav es itself to the 
mercies o f a few big internatio nal o il 
co mpanies and that is the United 
States.” 
Sawhill testified, “ where price elicits 
new supply , it serv es a useful eco no m­ 
ic functio n and benefits co nsumers 
with increased supply , which ultimate­ 
ly results in lo wer prices...thus where 
inco me redistributio n fro m pro ducer to 
co nsumer is still desired, we fav o r the 
use o f tax atio n rather than reg ulatio n, 


as do most economists.” 
Sawhill said the Stevenson proposal 
for a federal drilling corporation would 
bring “ an unfair competitor” into an 
industry that is already vigorously 
competitive. 
At a news conference Sunday in Or­ 
lando. Fla., his first since succeeding 
William E. Simon last week as energy 
chief, Sawhill predicted gasoline prices 
may climb as much as five cents a 
gallon next month. 
Price controls on most items under 


the government’s economic stabiliza­ 
tion program are scheduled to expire 
April 30. An exception is controls on 
petroleum, which will remain in effect. 
But Sawhill said once the controls on 
other goods and services are lifted, 
“ we will move back into a free market 
mode. There will be a tendency for 
prices to go up.” 
Under the present system, domesti­ 
cally produced oil is controlled, but 
dealers are allowed to “ pass-through” 
price increases on imported oil. 


Collision kills 
Pomonan, 18, 
injures his pal 


POMONA — An 18-year-oid Pomonan 
was killed and his companion injured 
critically early Sunday when their car 
slammed into a parked pickup truck 
with such force it overturned the truck. 


Jessie Diaz, 746 W. 12th St., believed 
to be the driver, was pronounced dead 
at Pomona Valie> Community Hospi­ 
tal, apparently of head injuries. 
His companion. Louis Steven Quiroz 
Jr., 17, of 1319 S. Waters Ave., also 
suffered head injuries and was report­ 
ed in critical condition today at the 
hospital. 
Police said the pair’s car was east- 
bound in Wright Street shortly after 2 
a.m. when it slammed into the rear ot 
the pickup. The impact flipped the 
truck over frontward and it came to 
rest on its side in the middle of the 
street. 
Diaz’ car was a total loss, officer 
said, and parts from both vehicles 
were found as far as 200 feet awa> 
from the point of impact. 
Police reported that Diaz had beer, 
drinking but whether his driving abil­ 
ity was impaired was not determined 
Two cans of beer were found on the 
floorboards of the car, they said. 
The pickup, which sustained major 
damage, belonged to Harld L. Mullin 
of June Lake. It was parked properly 
at the curb when struck. 
Diaz was the second person killed in 
traffic on Pomona streets this year 
The body was taken to Blackman Mor 
tuary.

NEW YORK (UPI) — An explosion 
and fire, apparently caused by a gas 
leak, ripped through a 
commercial 
building today and severely damaged 
an adjacent apartment building one 
block from the United Nations. 
The. blast shortly before 7 a.m. EDT, 
about an hour before the morning rush 
hour, severely damaged the two build­ 
ings and blew out windows in the east 
midtown area 
between 
Second and 
First avenues. 
A check showed 82 persons were hos­ 
pitalized. at least eight in serious or 
critical condition. Twenty-three others 
were treated at the scene. 
Most of the injured came from the 
Envor Towers, a residential building 
adjoining 
the 
commercial 
structure 
where the blast occurred. 
Forty-fifth and 46th Streets, just east 
of Second Avenue, were strewn with 
glass and debris. Most of the injured 


suffered cuts irom flying glass and the 
toll would have been much higher had 
it occurred during the rush hour. 
Several of the injured were treated 
for burns. 
Many of the residents of the apart­ 
ment building fled to the street in their 
nightclothes. The building later was 
completely evacuated ot its 250 famil­ 
ies as a precautionary measure. 
Two men who had been working in a 
garage under the apartment building 
and were reported missing were lo­ 
cated later unharmed. 
Cne of the buildings, a 25-story block- 
long office building at 305 E. 45th St., 
had almost the entire ground floor on 
the north side blown out and a stub­ 
born fire broke out which later was 
brought under control. 
There were no lepcrts of damage to 
the 
huge 
United 
Nations 
complex, 
which is located east of Second Avenue 


along the East River and runs from 
42nd Street to 48th Street. 
The U.S. mission said it had had no 
reports of damage from foreign mis­ 
sions, 
although 
two 
missions 
are 
housed in the building where the blast 
occurred and two other foreign mis­ 
sions are housed in neighboring build­ 
ings. 
Fire Commissioner John T. O’Hagan 
»aid the explosion occurred in the 
basement on the northwest side of the 
commercial building and traveled up 
an elevator shaft, blowing a 40-foot- 
wide hole through the brick wall on the 
Second Avenue side. 
“ I would say there is a high proba­ 
bility it was a natural gas explosion,” . 
O’Hagen said. He also said “ it was a 
miracle no one was killed.” 
Twenty-seven fire companies fought 
the fire and assisted in the search for 
possible trapped victims of the blast. 


At the time of the blast shortly be­ 
fore 7 a.m. UDT, at least two custodial 
employees were in the 25-story com­ 
mercial building. 
Sal Desposito, a porter, told report­ 
ers: 
“ I was sitting down in the back (on 
the first floor) and the whole thing 
went up. Nothing hit me and I ran 
out.” 
John Moglia, another building em­ 
ployee, was standing over the base­ 
ment where he believes the explosion 
took place. 
“ The whole floor came up," he said. 
“ 1 wras thrown about 30 feet. I lost my 
glasses and my cap but I wasn’t hit by 
any flying objects. 
“ I couldn’t see anything or hear any­ 
thing for what seemed like about ten 
minutes. I groped my way out but on 
my own power not with the help of 
firemen.”

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) - Vice 
President Gerald Ford and Sen. Ed­ 
ward -Kennedy D-Mass.. are the lead­ 
ing contenders for the Repu blican and 
Democratic nominations for President, 
according to a poll in Su nday 's edition 
of the Des Moines Reg ister. 
The Reg ister's poll said 31 per cent 
of Iowa Repu blicans interv iewed fav or­ 
ed Ford as their nominee for President 
while 47 per cent of the Democrats pol­ 
led chose Kennedy . 
Asked to select the man they wou ld 
v ote for it an election were held today , 
lowans polled said they wou ld pick 
Kennedy ov er Ford for President 43 to 
40 per cent. 
Other Repu blican candidates for the 
presidential nomination popu lar among 
lowans polled inclu ded Gov . Ronald 
Reag an of California, former New7 y ork 
Gov .

The leg islation is aimed at cu rbing 
wastefu l energ y u ses and streamling - 
mg power plant siting .

It also wou ld impose a 8 16 million*

By United Press Interna tio na l 
The Israeli and Sy rian air forces 
were reported in action today on the 
Golan Heig hts front where tank and ar­ 
tillery du els were reported for the 42nd 
consecu tiv e day , bu t the action appear­ 
ed to be minor with no aerial clashes 
dev eloping . 
The Israeli command said two Sy ­ 
rian jets penetrated Israeli-held territo­ 
ry on the Golan Heig hts and retu rned 
to Sy ria before Israeli jets cou ld inter­ 
cept them. It said Israeli planes bom­ 
bed and strafed Sy rian positions on 
snowy Mt. Hermon. 
An Israeli military sou rce said the 
two Sy rian planes, MIG21s. penetrated 
Israeli territory in the early aftemocn 
at the easternmost part of the bu lg e 
Israel captu red from Sy ria in October. 
He said the two MIGs flew in, tu rned 
arou nd, and retu rned to Sy ria withou t 
attempting to attack Israeli positions. 
A Damascu s commu niqu e said Sy ­ 
rian artillery shelled Israeli anti-air­ 
craft missile bases which the Israelis 
mov ed u p to adv anced positions du ring 
the nig ht. The commu niqu e, did not say 
in which sector the Israelis had pu shed 
forward the missile lau nchers. 
“Ou r heav y 7 artillery 7 is shelling these 
enemy concentration positions and mi­ 
litary instailations on sev eral sectors 
o! the front.” it said. “ Ou r tanks and 
anti-tank weapons are inflicting heav y 
casu alties on the enemy su pnort posi­ 
tions. Fig hting is still continu ing .” 
Earlier commu niqu es said ex chang es 
of artillery continu ed 
intermittently 
throu g hou t the nig ht on the slooes of 
Mt. Hermon where Sy rian and Israeli 
troops hav e been battling for strateg ic 
positions for more than two weeks. 
The commu niqu es said ex chang es of 
artillery 7, tank, machineeu n and other 
tire spread to other sectors of the Go­ 
lan Heig hts front at 9 :45 a.m. 
The Israeli m ilitary command said 
two Israeli soldiers were killed du ring 
a Sy rian shelling attack on the heig hts 
Su nday . The annou ncement was de­ 
lav ed so that the soldiers’ relativ es 
cou ld be notified.

Lay man can aid fight agains t cancer by he lping s upport ACS

NEW 
YORK 
(NEA) 
— 
^ hat is the American Cancer 
Society ? And why are y ou 
giving it almost $100 million a 
y ear in contributions? 


These questions may seem 
to be ov ersimplified and sel­ 
fserving, 
particularly to the 
A m e r i c a n Cancer Society 
(ACS). But the fact of the 
matter is that they can mean 
a great deal to y ou now and 
in the future both on a per­ 
sonal lev el and on the basis 
of things to come. 


For the American Cancer 
Society prov ides a way for 
y ou to become personally in­ 
v olv ed—ev en 
though 
y ou’re 
not a scientist—in the battle 
against cancer, the diseases 
of the sav age cell. 
It all works much the same 
way as the National Founda­ 
tion for Tnfartile Paraly sis, 
t h e 
first 
giant 
v oluntary 
health group, which enlisted 
thousands of v olunteers ar.d 
millions of dollars in the late 
19 40s and early 19 50s. Be­ 
cause of those remarkable ef­ 
forts to support research and 
education, the first effectiv e 
v accines against polio were 
dev eloped. 
Today , 
the 
ACS 
is 
the 
w o r l d ’ s largest v oluntary 


health organisation and en­ 
lists the support of more than 
two million v olunteers, 50,000 
of them are doctors. 
Many wonder why a v olun­ 
tary health group is needed to 
fight cancer when the United 
States gov ernmert supports a 
National Cancer Institute that 
receiv es 
more 
than 
half- 
a-billion 
dollars 
in 
federal 
funds each y ear. 
The fact is, say s ACS Presi­ 
dent Dr. J ustin Stein, that his 
organization has been instru­ 
mental in prodding Congress 
into funding more and more 
cancer research. 
“ Our whole program” Dr. 
Stein said in a recent inter­ 
v iew, “ is based on fighting 
fear with knowledge. We be­ 
liev e 
that 
the 
lay 
people 
should hav e an equal v oice 
with the professors in the de­ 
termination of policies. The 
consumer’s opinion must be 
taken into account. 
“ And we hav e to be a free 
and independent agency 
so 
we can criticize as we see 
fit,” he adds. 
Along those lines, Dr. Stein 
s a y s , 
“ we 
believ e 
there 
should be more training pro­ 
grams for basic scientists and 
c l i n i c a l inv estigators, y et 
funds for such programs were 
recently reduced by the feder­ 
al gov ernment.” 


Last y ear the ACS spent the 
largest chunk of its budget, 
more than $24 million, to fund 
research 
projects. 
In 
past 
y ears the society has put up 
more than $320 million for 
this purpose and many of the 
nation's 
maior 
cancer 
re­ 
search programs were dev el­ 
oped with ACS help. 


Dr. Stein say s the Society ’s 
v olunteers can offer the fed­ 
eral programs v aluable help 
b y 
educating 
the 
public. 
“ They can take the informa­ 
tion from the laboratories and 
e d u c a t e the doctors and 
people as soon as possible so 
there will be better deliv ery 
of medical care to cancer 
patients. 
“ Years ago, for ex ample, 
ev ery body was dragging their 
feet about the Pap smear test 
for cerv ical cancer. The ACS- 
s p on s or e d the first Pap 


smear program 
with more 
than a million dollars in funds 
to educate the public. Soon 
patients began going to their 
doctors and demandirg the 
test,” Dr. Stein say s. 


Although 
the 
Pap smear 
program has been considered 
successful, the ACS is still 
pushing hard. Only 53 per 
cent of white women and 22 
per cent of black women hav e 
had the test, the best way to 
detect uterine cancer in its 
early stages. But ev er though 
many women still hav e not 
been 
tested, 
the 
mortality 
from this ty pe of cancer has 
been reduced by two-thirds in 
the last 20 y ears in the United 
States. 
With the National Cancer In­ 
stitute the ACS is now spon­ 
soring a retwork of 27 centers 
throughout the country which 
perform and promote breast 


cancer screening and ex am­ 
ination techniques. 
Among the most important 
serv ices the ACS offers are 
those that help indiv iduals al­ 
ready stricken with cancer. 


Ore of these special pro­ 
grams Is Reach to Recov ery , 
in which mastectomy patients 
are v isited by v olunteers who 
themselv es hav e had a breast 
remov ed. 
These 
v olunteers, 
who made 27,000 patient v isits 
in 19 72, offer the patient both 
psy chological support and an­ 
swers to practical questions 
on how to look normal and re­ 
turn to normal activ ities. Vol­ 
unteers work in cooperation 
with each patient’s 
priv ate 
phy sician. 
A similar program has been 
dev eloped to aid v ictims of 
colon cancer who had colosto- 
m y 
operations 
performed 
when their tumors were re­ 


mov ed. In this surgery a new 
opening from the colon to the 
outside of the body is pro­ 
duced, and body wastes are 
ex creted into a sterile plastic 
bag worn under the clothing. 


Volunteers who hav e had 
the operation themselv es offer 
counseling and adv ice to new 
patients, and help them make 
the adjustment to their new 
way of life. 
A n ot h e r ACS-sponsored 
group that helps patients is 
the International Association 
of Lary ngectomees, an outfit 
that helps people wo hav e lost 
their 
v oices 
to cancer. Its 
puroose is to support the re­ 
habilitation of those who hav e 
had their v oice box es (called 
the lary nx ) remov ed and to 
help these people learn to talk 
from the stomach instead of 
the throat. 
After the 19 71 National Can- 
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cer Act was passed by Con­ 
gress, 
the 
ACS 
wondered 
what effect the infusion of 
federal funds into the fight 
against cancer would hav e on 
the public’s habit of making 
contributions. 


“ The surv ey found,” 
Dr. 
Steis say s, “ that only 30 per 
cent of the people ev en knew 
of the National Cancer Act, 
and ev en those who heard of 
it said it would hav e ro effect 
on their giv ing.”

20 pounds in three months. I 
had tried just about ev ery ­ 
thing, and this woman’s ad­ 
v ice sounded sensible, so T 
tried it. Like she said, I lost 
20 pounds in three months, 
from 140 to 120 pounds. I did 
not count calories or stick to 
high proteins, as many pro­ 
tein foods contain some fat, 
too. I did not take any kind of 
pill. T simply ate a well-ba­ 
lanced meal three times a 
day , but reduced the amount. 


I ate one serv ing instead of 
two or three, nothing between 
m eals. At,bedtim e I alway s 
liked ice cream in summer 
and hot chocolate in winter. 
Istead of 
a 
dish 
filled 
to 
ov erflowing and heaped u d . I 
cut down to two scoops I rea­ 
soned with my self that I was 
eating ev ery thing I wanted or 
n e e d e d , only cutting the 
amount. I didn’t run to the 
scales e v e ry 
day as this is a 
slow, sure method. I simply 
took the woman's word, fol­ 
lowed her adv ice and relax ed. 


Before I could weigh my self 
(I hav e no scales of my own), 
friends were remarking how 1 
must be 
losing 
weight, 
or 
“ Did y ou know y ou are losing 
weight?" I know this will hurt

but like I <aid, it’s m y sift to 
y our readers, and if they ac­ 
cept it and

The problem 
most people 
hav e with a sensible diet is 
that they hav e no patience. 
They want 
to 
lose 
weight 
ov ernight, ev en though it took 
them sometimes y ears to add 
all that fat to their bodies. As 
a result, they go on a fad 
diet, with or without success. 
When 
they 
hav e 
lost 
the 
weight, if they can stand the 
diet that long, tliev commcnly 
return to their old eating ha­ 
bits, 
the 
v ery 
ones 
that 
c a u s e d 
t h e m 
t o 
get 
ov erweight to begin with. So. 
what happens? A large per­ 
centage of people who do lose 
weight gain it back. 


You hav e to learn to eat a 
prooer diet as a way of life to 
av oid obesity . In many in­ 
stances this can be solv ed by 
simply cutting back on the 
amount ri all 
the different 
foods y ou 
eat. 
rather than 
eliminating particular foods. 
It is not necessary to elimi­ 
nate 
carbohy drates 
to 
lose 
y ou reed to eliminate is ca- 
weight, or for 
that matter 
eliminate any food ty pe. What

I’m glad y ou lost the 20 


pounds, 
but it would 
hav e 


been just dandy if it had 
come off ev en slower. Any one 
who needs to lose 20 pounds 
could easily do it as a y ear’s 
program, av eraging less than 
two pounds a month. 


The only precaution I would 
make is don’t cut back on 
y our calories to the point that 
y our feel too tired. Almost ev ­ 
ery one needs a minimum of 
1,200 calories a day . Less will 
usually cause v itamin or min­ 
eral efficiencies, unless ex ­ 
pert diet planning is done by 
someone 
familiar 
with 
the 
v itamin and mineral contents 
of the v arious foods. An ov er­ 
ly restricted calorie intake of 
a long period of time can 
harm 
any one’s 
health. 
For 
this reason I recommend sen­ 
sible calorie control by sim­ 
ply not ov ereating and adding 
to v our liv ing pattern enough 
sensible ex ercise to help the 
process.

For the year ended Jan. 31, 1973, Simplicity reported a 6.4 
per cent rise in sales and earnings, about one-third the rate of 
growth achieved in the previous five years. Market reaction to 
this slowdown, which began last summer, has been swift and 
decisive. While there is no reason for you to anticipate dis­ 
aster, several factors indicate that this slower rate of growth 
may continue. 
Rising paper costs will be an inhibiting influence on profits 
this year — particularly in the first half.

IRS considers it 


a presidential 'gift' 


Acco rding 10 Arthur Blech, President Nix o n’s ta x 
la wy er, the President ma y no t ha v e to pa y a ny 
ta x es a t a ll o n his 19 74 inco me, o r v ery little in 
ta x es. 
The rea so n is tha t, a ltho ug h Mr. Nix o n’ha s a g reed 
to pa y the entire IRS a ssessment o f so me $4 76,000 
o n his inco me fo r the y ea rs 19 69 thro ug h 19 72 , the 
sta tute o f limita tio ns ha s run o ut fo r 19 69 . 


Thus the 19 69 pa rt o f his pa y ment, which a cco unts 
fo r the bulk o f his ta x bill, co uld be co nsidered a 
g ift to the g o v ernment. The IRS a llo ws a ta x pa v er 
to deduct such g ifts up to 5 0 per cent o f his a djusted 
g ro ss inco me. 
This mea ns tha t if the President ea rns a s much in 
19 74 a s he did in 19 73 — $2 5 0,000 in sa la rv a nd 
ex pense a cco unt plus $18,000 fro m o ther so urces — 
he co uld deduct $134 .000. 
“ The ma n is entitled to the deductio n.” sa y s Blech. 
In a dditio n to this, the President co uld write o ff 
$32 ,000 in interest o n his unpa id ba ck ta x es, $5 5 ,000 
in interest, o n mo rtg a g es a nd o ther lo a ns, $2 4 .000 in 
pro perty ta x es a nd a bo ut $2 3.000 in fees fo r his ta x 
la wy ers. 
So there's a blig ht side to ev ery thing . And tha t 
g ift o f $134 ,000 wo uld certa inly be a pprecia ted by 
the America n public.

Co nno isseurs ma y co nsider the idea a lmo st sa cr- 
ileg eo us, but a t lea st o ne little o ld Germa n winema ­ 
ker is test-ma rketing wine in ca rto ns instea d o f bo t­ 
tles. 
In the new cartons, lay ers of card board , p lastic 
and alu minu m foil keep in the aroma, while keep ing 
ou t u nwanted tastes and smells. 
Actu ally , cartoned wine is nothing new in HoOond , 
Ju goslav ia and Algeria. Ev en the French d rink 
some 12 million liters of wine from cartons each 
y ear, and 12 million French liters can’t be wrong. 
An analy sis of the German wine m arket showed 
that most wine is d ru nk with meals and is not the 
v ery best q u ality any way . Ind u stry sp okesmen tlu nk 
that if the carton id ea catches on, wine wou ld lose 
its cand lelit, d inner-table ex clu siv eness and be con­ 
su med more at ord inary mealtimes. Ergo, more 
sales.

This Ep iscop al clergy man has ju st 
mov ed into this area and is so p leased 
with the nu mber of chu rches ap p ar­ 
ently fairly well attend ed . I am d is­ 
tressed , howev er, with the nu mber of 
chu rches closed -y ou ’d hav e to hav e a 
sled ge ham m er to “ break in” d ay and 
night ex cep t for serv ices. 
Some of the chu rches u nlighted in 
the night are so comp letely “tu cked 
away ” they wou ld be “u nfind able” to 
someone in trou ble d esp erately in need 
of a “hou se of God ." 
Many , thou gh commercially brightly 
lighted , are closed d ay and 
night. 
Some are, open d u ring the d ay . Bu t try 
to get into them after d ark. It ju st 
can’t be d one. There are a cou p le 
chu rches op en u ntil mid night and then 
closed for the night remaining. Any one 
in the crisis wanting to worship God in 
chu rch wou ld find that imp ossible in 
many chu rches d u ring the d ay and the 
majority if not at all d u ring the night. 
And why not. The answer is “The 
hood lu ms steal, v and alize, and gener­ 
ally misu se the “op en chu rch!” It cou ld 
be we hav e su ch beau tifu l things in ou r 
chu rches to p rev ent their being stolen 
we lock them. Yet the “closed chu rch” 
is in itself a thief. It steals tru st from 
the world . If the chu rch can’t tru st 
p eop le then who can. Bu t the rep ly to 


that is “Be realistic, man! Realistic!” 


And I am. Ju st came from 3U y ears 
in Chico, where we kep t the chu rch 
p ractically on the camp u s of the u niv e­ 


rsity open 24 hou rs d aily throu ghou t 
the y ear. You ’d find stu d ents med itrt- 
ing, read ing their Bibles, y es. ev en hol­ 
d ing hand s any hou r of the d a’ 
or 


night. Of cou rse, all peoole were ' riv - 
led ged to u se the “open chu rch” and 
so many d id . We wou ld find r ores left 
on the altar from time to time ‘ thank­ 
ing u s” tor keep ing the chu rch ne r - 
the only one in town. Occasionally one 
contemp lating su icid e wrote the "op en 
chu rch” gav e him or her renewed 
hop e-faith. 
I “d rop p ed in” all hou rs of the d ay 
and night. Most of the time fou nd so­ 
meone there. Often only one. Some­ 
times grou p s. There were occasional 
thefts and when annou nced so arou sed 
the commu nity they were few. I serv ed 
a chu rch 33 y ears in Philad elp hia, Pa. 
My first week there I remov ed the 
locks. The chu rch was nev er locked in 
a commu nity where theft was ram ­ 
p ant. It was alway s a bened iction to 
any one who need ed “The Peace of 
God which p asses all u nd erstand ing.” 
A closed chu rch is a “sin against 
m an!” and God ! -W . Hamilton Au len- 
bach, D. D., Claremont. 


In Arthu r Brem er’s car when he shot 
Gov . Gecrge Wallace were clip p ings of 
Sirhan Sirhan’s assassination of Robert 
Kenned y . Howev er the motiv es may 
v ary , the MO was sim ilar at the Mu n­ 
ich Oly mp ics and in Northern Ireland . 
Killings hav e become commonp lace; 
the only insu rance of world wid e news­ 
worthiness is to make y ou r crime more 
soectacu lar. With ingenu ity and d aring, 
a hand fu l of Tu p amaro terrorists can 
d isru p t and d estroy d emocracy in Uru ­ 
gu ay . 


In Northern Ireland , a comp arativ e 
hand fu l has forced the su sp ension of 
civ il liberties. Su sp ected terrorists are 
now jailed withou t trial. 
That has to be a p ainfu l mod ification 
of the p rou d British trad ition of p re­ 
su med innocence, y et “ gov ernment by 
the p eop le” p resu mes that the p eop le 
will be resp onsible. When they are not, 
it necessarily rev erts to gov ernment by 
the gov ernment. 
The established gov ernment of Spain 
is threatened by Basq u e terrorism — 
basicallv an ethnic conflict. Belgiu m is 
constantly hav ing to su bd u e the Flem- 


uhs and Walloons. In France it’s the 
kittens and in Canad a it’s the French. 
Whether hu mankind can gov ern itself 
is on tri.tl ail ov er the w;orld . 
1 he kid naning of p u blisher Rand olp h 
H ears's d ""rtiter is interrelated with 
.the d iv erting of a jetliner ov er Africa 
if only becau se u is the new way of 
focu sing world attention, thu s to make 
a 25-member organization ap p ear in- 
fintely mc-o imp ortant than it is. 
So what d o we d o? To the ex tent we 
can, wt contain an ep id emic by q u a­ 
rantining the carriers. That inv olv es 
tou gher laws and relax ed restraints on 
lawmen. 
Bu t since sp ectacle crim es are p oliti­ 
cally motiv e'ed by those imagining 
that they are thu s p romoting some 
cau se or other — like naked streakers 
shou ting, 
“ Please 
somebod y 
notice 
m e!” — I’m wond ering if the ep id emic 
wou ld net su bsid e if newsmen cou ld 
d iscip line themselv es to look the other 
way .

Education system 


gets failing grade 


WASHINGTON — Bad news is really piling u p on the ed u ca­ 
tion front in the United States. The nu mbers in ou r schools are 
hu ge, the p u blic ex p end itu res likewise. Bu t somehow the net of 
it all is grossly d iscou raging — esp ecially when set against 
that p art of the American d ream which say s that ed u cation is 
the key to ev ery thing u sefu l and good . 


It d oesn’t au gu r well for u s, either at the lead ership lev el or 
at the more general p lane where a well-trained p op u lace is 
cou nted on to enrich u s with skills and gu id e u s with balanced 
ju d gments and choices. 


Priv ate colleges are d rop p ing away , and with them some of 
the v aried flav or and mu ch of the more intimate teaching that 
cou ld mean so mu ch to American stu d ents. Pinched by d imi­ 
nished fu nd s from both gov ernment and p riv ate grants, these 
schools are bou nd to keep d y ing off. The great p u blicly su p ­ 
p orted ed u cation su p ermarkets are in command . 


Some p retty harsh things are being written, too, abou t the 
q u ality of college and u niv ersity ed u cation tod ay . Med iocre is 
one of the kind er word s some critics ap p ly . Thou sand s of 
“ teachers” seem ju st a ju mp or two ahead of their stu d ents. 
Many stu d ents ev id ently are only mild ly interested in learn­ 
ing. They see no p riv ilege in it, thou gh a recent d inner comp a­ 
nion told me it wou ld cost him $80,000 to p u t his fair-sized 
family of kid s throu gh college. 
A record nu mber of American y ou ths, more than eight mil­ 
lion, are in the college tod ay . Bu t since 19 6 9 , the p rop ortion of 
those 18 throu gh 21 going that rou te has fallen from arou nd 45 
p er cent to the range of 36 to 38 p er cent. 
Some bright sp ots ex ist. Ex p erts insist lev els of attainment 
are rising, that among Americans 20 to 24 some 85 p er cent 
(far more than in earlier times) hav e at least comp leted high 
school. That’s a big ad v ance. 
Yet the grim stu ff keep s seep ing ou t. Tru ancy in elementary 
and second ary schools is staggering in some cities. To the 
large nu mber of acknowled ged d rop ou ts mu st be ad d ed many 
of these tniants, who are p u p ils in nam e only . 
Vance Packard , marshaling ev id ence for Read er’s Digest, 
recalls a Lou is Harris su rv ey which showed nearly a tenth of 
all Americans had trou ble meeting minimu m literacy stan­ 
d ard s. They cou ld write only p oorly , cou ld n’t sp ell, or fill ou t 
job ap p lication forms. All ¿rose Harris samp led were 16 or 
old er. 
In 10 y ears, the av erage score o f U.S. students ta king the 
stand ard Scholastic Ap titu d e Test ha s dro pped 35 po ints — 
abou t sev en p er cent. Fed eral stu d ies disclo se at least sev en 
million U.S. y ou ngsters with sev ere read ing p roblems. 
The magazine “ The Pu blic Interest,” seeking to gau ge the 
effectiv eness of many “Great Society ” p rograms, fou nd that in 
the v ast fed eral aid to ed u cation field some money had 
been well d irected and well sp ent. Bu t it estimated that abou t 
a fifth of U.S. child ren are d isad v antaged , for ed u cational p u r­ 
p oses, by v irtu e of inad eq u ate family .neighborhood and com­ 
mu nity backgrou nd s. These are not only a d irect schooling 
hand icap (in some homes p arents’ v ocabu laries are limited to 
a few hu nd red word s), bu t p ose grav e p roblems of health and 
d iet which affect brain d ev elop ment. 
The magazine’s conclu sion is that to be broad ly u sefu l such 
p rograms mu st be ap p lied for mu ch longer p eriod s at much 
greater cost than Americans are sp end ing — for all 
the 
seemingly enormou s tax load which ed u cation lay s u pon u s. 
Some foreign nations, big and small, are d oing a good d eal 
better than we on ed u cation. We’re alread y getting a name for 
shod d iness and slackness. Unless we find way s to d ev elop 
people of d ed icated , effectiv e schooling, America won’t be 
looked to ind efinitely as a p lace of high lead ership and great 
p rod u ctiv ity .

Building proposals 
City and county 
in togetherness 


ONTARIO — Residents m ay so o n be 
perm itted to transact their city and 
co unty business at o ne central lo catio n. 
Officials have pro po sed building a 
new city hall and a co unty 
facility 
within a six -blo ck area, bo unded by 
Sultana and Lemo n avenues. B and D 
streets. Such a pro ject wo uld inco rpo ­ 
rate the ex isting city fire statio n, po ­ 
lice statio n and library . 
City o fficials have 
lo ng pro jected 
building a new city hall in the area 
and have acquired abo ut half the pro p­ 
erty within the civic center site. 
Inclusio n o f a co unty building there 
w as pro po sed several y ears ago by 
Co unty Superviso r Daniel B. Mikesell, 
a fo rm er Ontario m ay o r. His pro po sal 
received suppo rt in a space utilizatio n 
study co nducted fo r the co unty by the 
VTN Co nso lidated, Inc., and' later a 
citizens co m m ittee fo rmed to study the 
VTN pro po sal. 
Mikesell pro po ses a 38 ,4 5 0-so uare-io o t 
building to ho use such co unty o per­ 
atio ns as the agriculture, weights and 
m easures ar.d co nsum er departm ents, 
assesso r, 
building 
and 
safety 
plus 
health and w elfare o ffices. These are 
presently lo cated at the co unty co m­ 
plex at Mo untain Avenue and Six th 
Street in Ontario . 


The Mo untain Avenue site wo uld be 
ex panded fo r the sheriff’s o ffice plus a 
law and justice center fo r the district 
atto rney ’s o ffice, law library , m arshal, 
municipal co urt, pro batio n departm ent, 
public defender, Superio r Co urt and re­ 
lated departm ents. 
New facilities are needed because o f 
the rapid gro w th in the West End o f 
San Bernardino Co unty , which is ex ­ 
pected to co ntinue thro ugh 1980, said 
Mikesell. 
With the city and co unty o fficials 
co mbining effo rts, this will result in 
bo th centralized facilities and savings 
in co nstructio n co sts, he added. 
H. R. Hunter, Ontario city m anager, 
pro tects a need fo r a 35 ,000-to 4 0,000- 
square-fo o t city hall. “ We have had a 
site study m ade by Cal Po lv students.” 
He is ho peful that wo rk can begin 
nex t veer. The co unty and city build­ 
ings will be separate structures within 
the sam e civic center design area. 
“ We do n’t anticipate a tax o verride. 
We pro po se a jo int po wer autho rity fo r 
the sale o f bo nds. These wo uld be paid 
fro m citv revenues,” he added. 
The present city hall is co nsidered 
still in go o d co nditio n and co uld be 
used as a co m m unhy building, said 
Hunter.

College, S.D. hoping to 
pierce freeway barrier

For different reasons. Cal Poly and 
the City oi San Dimas are pushing 
hard for an extension of San Dima- 
Avenue 
across the San 
Bernardino 
Freeway to Temple Avenue. 
San Dimas would like to encourage a 
proposed $20 million housing and com­ 
mercial development northeast of cam­ 
pus, and Cal Poly simply wants better 
access to its facilities. 
The proposed re-extendon across the 
freeway (San Dimas emptied onto the 
college campus betore the Kellogg Hill 
freeway interchange was constructed) 
would travel southwest between Cal 
Poly and Mt. San Antonio College and 
terminate near MSAC’s stadium. 
Cal Poly would have to dedicate 
«bout 10 acres of property on the west­ 
ern edge of campus, but MSAC would 
be unaffected. 
Although the proposed extension is 
only in “ discussion Mages,’’ officials at 
San Dimas and Cal Poly seem to ex­ 
press an urgency about it. 
“ We 
would 
like 
to 
see 
it 
cut 
through,” said Robert Poff, San Dimas 
city manager. “ It would open a very 
large (300 acres) area to development, 
north and west of the interchange.” 
Poff said the city has requested the 
county road department to make a 
feasibility study of the extension. The 
street ha- been on the county’'- master 
plan since 1967. 
Although Poff declined to discuss the 
proposed $20 million development on 
the north side of the San Bernardino 
Freeway, MSAC Vice President James 
D. Simpson indicated it would include 
homes, apartments, condominium" and 
townhouses, “ as well as various ^hopp­ 
ing and commercial facilities.’' 
Simpson called it a “ fairlv compre­ 
hensive building project,” on land mos­ 
tly owned by the Portland Cement Co. 
and partially by the state. 
Poff did say, “ We’ve been working 
with people on the development." 
Cal Poly, meanwhile, would like to 
improve access to the campus. “ We’ve 
taken the position that by the time the 
campus hits 16,000 students the Kellogg 
Drive off-ramp would no longer handle 
it, ’ said Dr. Robert Bonde, executive 
dean. 
He added that students and faculty 
members who live northeast of campus 
in San Dimas, La Verne or Glendora, 
must travel in a “ roundabout way” to

82 persons hospitalized 


NEW YORK (UP!) - An explosion 
and fire, apparently caused by a gas 
leak, ripped through a commercial 
building today and severely damaged 
an adjacent apartment building one 
block from the United Nations.

“ Sacramento Bee: This communique 
has been addressed to you as you rep- 
re-ent the capital ot the State of Cali- 
lornta. You are resporsible for inform­ 
ing 
he appropriate authorities,” the 
taped message said. 


“ The purpose of this order is to pre­ 
vent the setup and assassination of the 
members of the SLA by the fascist 
state agents. Suppression oi this docu­ 
ment can only result in the endan­ 
gering ot your civil servants,” it said. 


The messages, dated April 17, were 
received in a package postmarked Ber­ 
keley. April 19. 


The Bee said there was some doubt 
that the mr'•sages came from the SLA. 
“ Neither note nor tape contained the 
lengthy, ideological statements found 
in some SLA communications.” the 
Bee said. 


The messages were signed by 
a 
“ general Pax ” a name not found in 
recent SLA public statemants. They 
were turned over to the FBI 
this 
morning. 


An FBI spokesman said they would 
have to be analyzed before agents 
would make any comment. 


There was no mention in either the 
tape or penciled note of the kidnaping 
ot Patricia Hearst. 


Earlier an FBI agent in charge of 
the search for Patricia denied a report 
that his agents donned work clothes 
and infiltrated the neighborhood where 
the SLA is in hiding. 


“ That i" not true,” special agen 
Charles Bates -aid Sunday night when 
iniormed ot the report in Newsweek 
magazine. 
The magazine said the agents posed 
as “ postmen, garbage collectors, deliv­ 
erymen and the- like.” The ruse allowed 
the FBI to discover the "neighborhood, 
if not the house, where the gang was 
hiding,” the news magazine said.

Expect 5-cent rise in gasoline 
Tax oil profits, don't limit prices - energy chief 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Taxing oil 
industry profits, and not regulating its 
prices, is the way out of the nation’s 
energy problem, 
new energy chief 
John C. Sawhill said today. 
The head of the Federal Energy Of­ 
fice testified before the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee on a bill to control 
oil and gas prices and establish a fed­ 
eral corporation in competition with 
energy firms. 
The bill’s sponsor, Sen. Adlai E. Ste 
venson. D-lll., said the law is needed 


b e c a u s e “ only one industrialized 
country' in the world leaves itself to the 
mercies of a few big international oil 
companies and that 
is the United 
States.” 
Sawhill testified, “ where price elicits 
new supply, it serves a useful econom­ 
ic function and 
benefits consumers 
with increased supply, which ultimate­ 
ly results in lower prices,.,thus where 
income redistribution from producer to 
consumer is still desired, we favor the 
use ot taxation rather than regulation. 


as do most economists.” 
Sawhill said the Stevenson proposal 
for a federal drilling corporation would 
bring “ an unfair competitor” into an 
industry that 
is already vigorous!) 
competitive. 
At a news conference Sunday in Or­ 
lando. Fla., his first since succeeding 
William E. Simon last week as energy 
chief, Sawhill predicted gasoline prices 
may climb as much as five cents a 
gallon next month. 
Price controls on most items under 


the government’s economic stabiliza­ 
tion program are scheduled to expire 
April 30, An exception is controls on 
petroleum, which will remain in effect. 
But Sawhill said once the controls on 
other goods and services are lifted, 
“ we will move back into a free market 
modo, There will be a tendency for 
prices to go up.” 
Under the present system, domesti­ 
cally produced oil is controlled, but 
dealers are allowed to “ pass-throu ih” 
price increases on imported oil.

These questions may seem 
to be oversimplified and sel­ 
fserving, particularly to the 
A m e r i c a n Cancer Society 
(ACS). But the fact of the 
matter is that they can mean 
a great deal to you now and 
in the future both on a per­ 
sonal level and on the basis 
of things to come. 


For the American Cancer 
Society provides a way for 
you to become personally in­ 
volved-even 
though 
you’re 
not a scientist—in the battle 
against cancer, the diseases 
of the savage cell. 
It all works much the same 
w ay as the National Founda­ 
tion for Jnfa-tile Paralysis, 
t h e 
first 
giant 
voluntary 
health group, which enlisted 
thousands of volunteers and 
millions of dollars in the late 
1940s and 
early 
1950s. 
Be­ 
cause of those remarkable ef­ 
forts to support research and 
education, the first effective 
vaccines against polio were 
developed. 
Today, 
the 
ACS 
is 
the 
w o r l d ' s largest voluntary 


health organization 
and 
en­ 
lists the support of more than 
two million volunteers, 50,000 
of them are doctors. 
Many wonder why a volun­ 
tary health group is needed to 
fight cancer when the United 
States governmert supports a 
National Cancer Institute that 
receives 
more 
than 
half- 
a-billion 
dollars 
in 
federal 
funds each year. 
The fact is, says ACS Presi­ 
dent Dr. Justin Stein, that his 
organization has been instru- 
niertal in prodding Congress 
into funding more and more 
cancer research. 
“Our whole program” Dr. 
Stein said in a recent inter­ 
view, “is based on fighting 
fear with knowledge. We be­ 
lieve 
that 
the 
lay 
people 
should have an equal voice 
with the professors in the de­ 
termination of policies. The 
consumer’s opinion must be 
taken into account. 
“And we have to be a free 
and 
independent 
agency 
so 
we can criticize as we see 
fit,” he adds. 
Along those Ires, Dr. Stein 
s a y s , 
“we 
believe 
there 
should be more training pro­ 
grams for basic scientists and 
c l i n i c a l investigators, yet 
funds for such programs were 
recently reduced by the feder­ 
al government.”

Last year the ACS spent the 
largest chunk of its budget, 
more than *24 million, to fund 
research 
projects. 
In 
past 
years the society has put up 
more than $320 million for 
this purpose and many of the 
nation's 
maior 
cancer 
re­ 
search programs were devel­ 
oped with ACS help. 


Dr. Stein says the Society’s 
volunteers can offer the fed­ 
eral programs valuable help 
b v 
educating 
the 
public. 
“They can take the informa­ 
tion from the laboratories and 
e d u c a t e the doctors and 
people as soor as possible so 
there will be better delivery- 
of 
medical 
care 
to cancer 
patients. 
“Years ago, 
for example, 
everybody was dragging their 
feet about the Pap smear test 
for cervical cancer. The ACS- 
s p o n s o r e d the first Pap 


smear 
program 
with 
more 
than a million dollars in funds 
to educate the public. Soon 
patients began going to their 
doctors and 
demandirg the 
test,” Dr. Stein says. 


Although 
the 
Pap smear 
program has been considered 
successful, the ACS is still 
pushing hard. 
Only 53 per 
cent of white women and 22 
per cent of black women have 
had the test, the best way to 
detect uterine cancer in its 
early stages. But ever though 
many women still have not 
been 
tested, 
the 
mortality 
from this type of cancer has 
been reduced by two-thirds in 
the last 20 years in the United 
States. 
With the National Cancer In­ 
stitute the ACS is now spon­ 
soring a retwork of 27 centers 
throughout the country which 
perform and promote breast 


cancer screening and exam­ 
ination techniques. 
Among the most important 
services the ACS offers are 
those that help individuals al­ 
ready stricken with cancer. 


Ore of these special pro­ 
grams is Reach to Recovery, 
in which mastectomy patients 
are visited by volunteers who 
them selves have had a breast 
removed. 
These 
volunteers, 
who made 27,000 patient visits 
in 1972, offer the patient both 
psychological support and an­ 
swers to practical questions 
on how to look normal and re­ 
turn to normal activities. Vol- 
urteers work in cooperation 
with each 
patient’s 
private 
physician. 
A similar program has been 
developed to aid victims of 
colon cancer who had colosto- 
m y 
operations 
performed 
when their tumors were re­ 


moved. In this surgery a new 
opening from the colon to the 
outside of the body is pro­ 
duced, and body wastes are 
excreted into a sterile plastic 
bag worn urder the clothing.

Bad days cause 
a bad daze

Do you ever have those days when nothing seems to go 
right? 


Do you have any OTHER kind of days? 


One of these “off” days cam e to m e not long ago. (Because 
I have about 360 of them a year, they are never very long ago.) 
In the first place, the day started off all wrong - I got up. 
From then on. things went from bed to worse, 


I bonked ray head on a half-open door, cut myself shaving, 
broke a shoelace and spilled egg on my shirt. To top it all off. 
I was late taking my wife her breakfast in bed. Oh boy. 


These are called “ foehn days” in Mittel Europa. (I have 
another word for them ). You’re late lor work; you forget im 
portant appointments; you get blamed for things that aren’t 
your fault. 


Of such days people say, “ Everything seem s to go wrong.” 
Seem s, madam! I know not “ seem s.” Everything DOES eo 
wrong. 


It’s almost as if the gods were in a great conspiracy to 
thwart and harrass you. (I have news for you. They are.) 


A Midwestern psychiatrist, Dr. L, J . West, informs us that 
these “off” days occur when our biological rhythm patterns 
get out of gear with the global cycles that run our lives. 
(Sounds like astrology.) 


Dr. V est is. or was, head of the Department of Psychiatry, 
Neurology and Behavorial Sciences at the Medical Center of 
the University of Oklahoma. A title like that could lead to a lot 
of loehn days all by itself. 


We live in cycles. Or ON cycle*, 1 don't know which. Brain 
waves have a 10-second rhythm; we sleep and wake on a 24- 
hour schedule; there are regular changes in body temperature 
and (ugh) blood chem istry. 


The question before the house — or at least before the De­ 
partment of Psychiatry Neurology and Behavorial Sciences — 
is how to fit our most demanding work into periods when we 
are with it. in step, on cycle.

And the sam e holds true for office work, fa tory work buy­ 
ing and selling, creative activities like housework and so cm.

Or you’re 
scrubbing the kitchen floor at 2 a.m . You can’t fight your 
biological rhythms. Or jo u r (shudder) blood chem istry.

this reason I recommend sen­ 
sible calorie control by -im ­ 
ply not overeating and adding 
to vour living pattern enough 
sensible exercise to help the 
process.

Pattern (NYSE) at $18 per share. Because of splits and stock 
dividends I now hold 360 shares. In less than a year the stock 


has dropped from $67 to $14 and I wonder if I should sell 


before I lose all my money. Several years ago Ihe shares were 
worth $34,000, making my original cost 50 cents a share. — 
C.D. 


A — Before discussing Simplicity’s prospects, I would like to 
set a few facts straight. The all-time high share price of 60% 
was reached in Jan. 1973, giving you a total value of about 


$22,000. Per-share cost is figured by dividing original total cost 


($900) by the number of shares now held (360) for a cost of 


$2.50 per share. At the stock’s current price you still show a 


580 per cent gain. 


For the year ended Jan. 31, 1973, Simplicity reported a 6.4 
per cent rise in sales and earnings, about one-third the rate of 
growth achieved in the previous five years. Market reaction to 
this slowdown, which began last summer, has been swift and 
decisive. While there is no reason for you to anticipate dis­ 
aster, several factors indicate that this slower rate of growth 
may continue. 
Rising paper costs will be an inhibiting influence on profits 
this year — particularly in the first half. The home-sewing 
m arket has lost much of the impetus supplied by the simpler 
lines of fashions two years ago.

POMONA — Salary proposals for 
1974-75 will be presented at the Po­ 
mona school board meeting Tuesday at 
7:30 p.m. by Delbert A. Pfeifer, execu­ 
tive director ot the Associated Pomona 
Teacher (APT). 
APT represents about 804 of Hie 
school district’s 840 teachers. Last year 
teachers in Pomona received a 10.75 
per cent pay and fringe benfit increase 
alter a three-year dry spell with no in­ 
creases. 
The school board will be a>ked to re­ 
consider providing transportation for 
Diamond Bar students who attend Ga- 
nesha High School. 
A request, for this service made last 
tall was denied. 


“To decline to cooperate with resi­ 
dents of Diamond Bar in an attempt to 
provide a safe, efficient and economic­ 
al means of getting their children to 
school on the basis of the position ta­ 
ken by some segments of the commu- 
nty on the integration transoortation is­ 
sue is confusing the two issues and can 
readily be interpreted as vindictive, 
thus inhibiting the positive school-com- 
munitv relations the district has ex­ 
pressed a commitment to build,” said 
district Supt. Robert F.. Wentz. 
His poition, he said, “ has not de­ 
terred from the goal of quality education 
in an environment of racial and ethnic 
interaction, where respect and human 
dignity prevails.” 


Wentz will recommend that the dis­ 
trict enter into a contract with a pri­ 
vate carrier to provide transportation 
for students traveling more than two 
miles to school, and that each student 
pay 50 cents a day on a monthly basis.

I received my electricity bill for a 62-day period. I couldn’t 
believe that I had used $65.70 worth of electrical power in that 
time sir.ee 1 only paid about $40 for the same length of time at 
my other house. 
When I called Southern California Edison Co.. all I was told 
was that there was an oil shortage. 
if 1 wanted to pursue the matter further, i was told, I would 
have to post a bond with the utility commission for the 
amount of the bill. 
The way I feel, if I post the money and am told i have to 
pay, I will have no recourse because the commission will have 
the money already. 
I would be most grateful if you could give me any help at 
all. 
I believe in helping conserve energy but I don’t believe that 
demands should be made for people to use less electricity and 
pay more for it. 
My wife and I both work all day. We use our utilities about 
five or six hours in a 24-hour period so I know I am not using 
much power. 
My mother and father live right next door to me. They have 
a two-stcry house where both floors are used all day and half 
the night. 
They also have a small house that they rent. Both houses 
are hooked to one meter box. They have two refrigerators and 
a freezer running all the time. Their bill is less than mine. — 
R. H. Pomona. 
We were *14 that although you have a Pomona address, 
your house is on the site of a former dairy in the Montclair- 
Chino area and has a very large water heater. 
An Edison company official said that the heater had been 
needed to heat large quantities of w-ater “ to sterilize equip­ 
ment and wash cows.” We checked up on the latter to satisfy 
our curiosity and learned the cows aren’t coddled with warm 
showers. 
The large electric water heater was the culprit, however. 
Loren F. Stone, Chino-Montclair manager of the Edison Co., 
said he finally contacted you after you had failed to show up 
for two appointments. 
He reported that you had been averaging about 1,200 to 1,300 
kilowatt hours at your old address but your bill was for 2,278 
kilowatt hours for the same length of time at the new address. 
He said the water heater alone, with average usage, would 
account for 800 to 900 kilowatt hours of the 2,278 you used. 
You solved the problem by moving to Upland.

According 10 Arthur Blech, President N ixon’s tax 
lawyer, the President m ay not have to pay any 
taxes at all on his 1974 incom e, or very little in 
taxes. 


The reason is that, although Mr. Nixon has agreed 
to pay the entire IRS assessm ent of som e $476,000 
on his incom e for the years 1969 through 1972, the 
statute of limitations has run out for 1969. 


Thus the 1969 part of his pa> m ent, which accounts 
for the bulk of his tax bill, could be considered a 
gift to the government. The IRS allows a taxpayer 
to deduct such gifts up to 50 per cent of his adjusted 
gross income. 


This m eans that if the President earns as much in 
1974 as he did in 1973 — $250.000 in salary and 
expense account plus SIS,000 from other sources — 
he could deduct $134,000. 


“The man is entitled to the deduction,” says Blech. 
In addition to this, the President could write off 
$32.000 in interest on his unpaid back taxes, $55,000 
in interest, on m ortgages and other loans, $24.000 in 
property taxes and about $23.000 in fees for his tax 
lawyers. 


So there's a bright side to everything. And that 
gift of $134,000 would certainly be appreciated b\ 
the American public.

Education system 
gets failing grade 


WASHINGTON — Bad news is really piling up on the educa­ 
tion front in the United States. The numbers in our schools are 
huge, the public expenditures likewise. But somehow the net of 
it all is grossly discouraging — especially when set against 
that part of the American dream which says that education is 
the key to everything useful and good. 


It doesn’t augur well for us, either at the leadership level or 
at the more general plane where a well-trained populace is 
counted on to enrich us with skills and guide us with balanced 
judgments and choices. 


Private colleges are dropping away, and with them some of 
the varied flavor and much of the more intimate teaching that 
could mean so much to American students. Pinched by dimi­ 
nished funds from both government and private grants, these 
schools are bound to keep dying off. The great publicly sup­ 
ported education supermarkets are in command. 


Some pretty harsh things are being written, too, about the 
quality of college and university education today. Medio re is 
one of the kinder words some critics apply. Thousands of 
"teachers” seem just a jump or two ahead of their students. 
Many students evidently are only mildly interested in learn­ 
ing. They see no privilege in it, though a recent dinner compa­ 
nion told me it would tost him $80.000 to put his fair-sized 
family of kids through college. 
A record number of American youths, more than eight mil­ 
lion, are in the college today. But since 1969, the proportion of 
those 18 through 21 going that route has fallen from around 45 
per cent to the range of 36 to 38 per cent. 
Some bright spots exist. Experts insist levels of attainment 
are rising, that among Americans 20 to 24 some 85 per cent 
(far more than in earlier times) have at least completed high 
school. That’s a big advance. 
Yet the grim stuff keeps seeping out. Truancy in elementary 
and secondary schools is staggering in some cities. To the 
large number of acknowledged dropouts must be added many 
of these truants, who are pupils in nam e only. 
Vance Packard, marshaling evidence for Reader’s Digest, 
recalls a Louis Harris survey which showed nearly a tenth of 
all Americans had trouble meeting minimum literacy stan­ 
dards. They could write only poorly, couldn’t spell, or fill out 
job application forms. All those Harris sampled were 16 or 
older. 
In 10 years, the average score of U.S. students taking the 
standard Scholastic Aptitude Test has dropped 35 points — 
about seven per cent. Federal studies disclose at least seven 
million U.S. youngsters with severe reading problems. 
The magazine "The Public Interest,” seeking to gauge the 
effectiveness of many "Great Society” programs, found that in 
the vast federal aid to education field some money had 
been well directed and well spent. But it estimated that about 
a fifth of U.S. children are disadvantaged, for educational pur­ 
poses, by virtue of inadequate family .neighborhood and com­ 
munity backgrounds. The«4 are not only a direct schooling 
handicap (in some homes parents’ vocabularies are limited to 
a few hundred words), but pose grave problems of health and 
diet which affect brain development. 
The magazine’s conclusion is that to be broadly useful such 
program s must be applied for much longer periods at much 
greater cost than Americans are spending — for all the 
seemingly enormous tax load which education lays upon us. 
Some foreign nations, big and small, are doing a good deal 
better than we on education. We’re already getting a name for 
shoddiness and slackness. Unless we find ways to develop 
people of dedicated, effecuve schooling, America won’t be 
looked to indefinitely as a place of high leadership and great 
productivity.

City and county 
in togetherness 


Finch to speak during 
youth government day 


ONTARIO — Residents may soon be 
permitted to transact their city and 
county business at one central location. 
Officials have proposed building a 
new city hall and a county 
facility 
within a six-block area, bounded by 
Sultana and Lemon avenues, B and D 
streets. Such a project would incorpo­ 
rate the existing city fire station, po­ 
lite station and library'. 
City officials have long projected 
building a new city hall in the area 
and have acquired about half the prop­ 
erty within the civic center site. 
Inclusion of a county building there 
was proposed several years ago by 
County Supervisor Daniel B. Mikesell, 
a former Ontario mayor. His proposal 
received support in a space utilization 
study conducted for the county by the 
VTN Consolidated, Inc., and later a 
•itizens committee formed to study the 
VTN proposal. 
Mikesell proposes a 38.450-souare-toot 
building to house such county oper­ 
ations as the agriculture, weights and 
measures ar.d consumer departments, 
assessor, 
building 
and 
safety 
plus 
health and welfare offices. These are 
presently located at the county com­ 
plex at Mountain Avenue and Sixth 
Street in Ontario. 


The Mountain Avenue site would be 
expanded for the sheriff’s office plus a 
law and justice center for the district 
attorney’s office, law librarv, marshal, 
municipal court, probation department, 
public defender, Superior Court and re­ 
lated departments. 
New facilities are needed because of 
the rapid growth in the West End of 
San Bernardino County, which is ex­ 
pected to continue through 1980, said 
Mikesell. 
With the city and county officials 
,'ombiriing efforts, this will result in 
bon centralized facilities and savings 
in construction costs, he added. 
H. R. Hunter, Ontario city manager, 
rroiccts a need for a 35,000-to 40,000- 
squnre-foot city hall. “We have had a 
site study made by Cal Polv students.” 
He is hODOfu! that work can begin 
next year. The county and city build­ 
ings will be separate structures within 
the same civic center design area. 
“ We don’t anticipate a tax override. 
We propose a joint power authority for 
the sale of bonds. These would be paid 
from cl tv revenues,” he added. 
The present city hall is considered 
still in good condition and could be 
used as a community building, said 
Hunter.

Coalition only hope 
in Northern Ireland, 
but it's so fragile

The 
lone 
piper 
walked 
slowly 
ahead of the funeral cortege, 
his shrill lament filling the 
broken streets. 
On 
the sidewalk 
an 
old 
woman in a shawl knelt and 
went. 
“ Oh, God 
she 
cried, 
“ When will it end?” 
Her cry of anguish has been 
echoed ir many hearts for 
more than four years as a 
wave cf sectarian terror swept 
Northern Ireland 
Recently, in the ever-quick­ 
ening cycle of violence, the 
1,000th person died, a new mi­ 
lestone in the country’s blood­ 
stained history. 
The spread of death has 
embraced the whole commu­ 
nity, 
Romar. 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant alike. British sol­ 
diers ... policemen ... men 
and women ... boys and girls 
... infants and invalids ... all 
have died in a three-cornered 
struggle among the 
British 
army, the outlawed Irish Re­ 
publican 
Army 
(IRA) 
ard 
Protestant extremists. 
The hearts of cities and 
towns have been bombed and 
gutted in a campaign of sabo­ 
tage that knows no sectarian 
boundaries. 
Private 
homes, 
factories, government offices. 
All have been targets ir the 
campaign to kill the economic 
life of the country. 
Jo the sidewalk mourners 
the plaintive notes of the lone 
piper recalled a 
summer’s 
day more than four years ago 
when the first small victims 
of terror were buried. 
It was a few minutes past 
midnight on Aug. 
15, 1969, 
when a burst of machine gur 
fire crackled across the city. 
The 
heavy 
caliber 
bullets 
smashed into an apartment 
building and blew the head 
off Patrick Rooney, a 9-year- 
old altar boy, as he lay as­ 
leep. 
At almost the same time, a 
29-year-old 
Protestant, 
Her­ 
bert Rov, fell dying on the 
sidewalk near the apartment 
building, a bullet in his chest. 
These two deaths set the 
patter- of the killings to come 
in a wave of civil war. 
At first the pattern 
was 
c l e a r l y 
recognizable. 
It 
reached back into the cen- 
t u r i e s of sectarian strife 
which had been the hallmark 
of northern Ireland’s Roman 
Catholic and Protestant com­ 
munities. 
Ever since the 17th certury, 
when Britain’s Queen 1 itza- 
beth 1 handed over the lands 
of Irish earls to English and 
Scottish 
Protestants, 
bitter 
sectarian clashes have been a 
way of life in Northern Ire­ 
land. 
After Northern Irelard was 
established 
as 
a 
separate 
state in 1920 by an act of the 
British parliament, communal 
hatreds reached new levels. 
The Roman Catholics, about 
one-third of the population, 
felt themselves arbitarily cut 
off from their coreligionists in 
the South. Herded together in 
ugly 
ghettos, 
deprived 
of 
many job opportunities and 
treated with suspicion by the 


ruling 
Protestant 
majority, 
the Catholics nursed their re­ 
sentments. 
When the lid blew off in 
1969 it came under the guise 
cf civil rights demands. Ro­ 
man Catholics took to the 
streets to obtain electoral re­ 
forms. better housing, more 
job opportunities and a share 
in the running of the state. 
Their 
demands 
were re­ 
sisted with all the power of 
the Protestant ruling class, in 
whose hands were the wea­ 
pons of state security. 
Soon the struggle changed. 
New slogans appeared. New 
objectives were sought. The 
Irish Republican Army, a tat­ 
tered and discredited force 
south of the border, stepped 
into the field. Backed by the 
Catholic ghettos 
it 
quickly 
grew muscle and launched its 
campaign of violence to bomb 
away the border separating 
Northern Ireland from the Ir­ 
ish Republic. 
Its chief target was the 
British army, rushed to the 
north in 1969 to keep the 
peace between the two war­ 
ring communities. 
Since then, Northern Ire­ 
land has moved along twin 
paths of violence —a bloody 
urba1' guerrilla war of bombs 
and bullets interwoven with 
brutal 
sectarian 
assassina­ 
tions. 
In the 4 >/2 years of vio­ 
lence, the British army has 
chalked up its successes. The 
command 
structure 
of the 
IRA in Belfast has been vir­ 
tually 
disintegrated 
by ar­ 
rests. The Ardoyne, once the 
heartland of the provisioral 
IRA strength, has been al­ 
most 
cleaned 
out 
of 
IRA 
members who have fled to 
other areas. Similar inroads 
have been made in other hard 
ore territories. 
But security successes have 
not been translated into a les­ 
sening 
of 
violence. 
Army 
chiefs admit the IRA has pe­ 
netrated 
with 
comparative 
case 
the 
tightest 
security 
ztres. 
Bteser bombs 
are 
being 
planted, many cf them within 
thn inner security rinc, once 
the pride of the security for­ 
ces. Attacks on British units 
both in the cities and rural 
areas 
have 
become 
more 
sophisticated in weaponry and 
field techniques with a con­ 
sequent rise in army fata­ 
lities. 
Today, the 
British 
army 
sees itself as holding the ring 
for the politicians to work out 
a solut on. The new power- 
sharing 
agreement 
between 
Roman Catholic and Protes­ 
tant leaders could be the ve­ 
hicle to drain awav working 
class support for the extrem­ 
ists. 
One Catholic laborer put it 
this way: 
“ If the coalition 
can come up with jobs and 
houses, there will be no divi­ 
dends in violence.” 
Perhaps, sensing a danger 
to ifs own power base in the 
c o a l i t i o n , the IRA has 
laurched its bitterest prop­ 
aganda attacks against the 
power-sharing arrangement.
